Markerville and District Host to Over 500 Icelanders

Sunday, August 10, 1975, 
was a day of celebration 
and ceremony. This was 
the day of the dedication of 
the Stephan G. Stephansson 
Homestead House as an 1 
Historic Site, and more than 
a thousand Icelanders, 
Canadian-Icelanders, mem¬ 
bers of the Icelandic Clubs 
of Calgary, Edmonton and 
Markerville, and friends and 
neighbors from far and near, 
came to Markerville in 11 
buses, cars, campers and 
motor homes. 

As people gathered at the 
Memorial Park by the 
Medicine River, Canadian- 
Icelanders talked to rela¬ 
tives, friends of relatives, 
people who told them about 
the towns, villages and 
districts where their an¬ 
cestors were born. It was 
a wonderful time of visiting. 
The day was beautifully 
warm—ideal for the cold 
plate dinner which 750J 
enjoyed at noon. 

The Glima Group made 
a presentation to Joe 
Johannson of an Icelandic 
table symbol as well as a 
large Icelandic flag which 
was carried by Icelanders, 
representing the four corn- , 
ers of their country, to the, 
Stephan G. Stephansson 
monument on the hill in the 
park. Joe Johannson 

accepted the flag on behalf 
of the Stephan G. Stephansson 
Icelandic Society, the Al¬ 
berta Icelandic Community 
and the entire district of 
Markerville. 

The large assembly 
moved to the dedication site 
where the program began at! 
2 p.m. j 

Mr. Sam Thorkelson of 
Edmonton was Master of 
Ceremonies. 

Dignitaries included Mr. 
Vilhjamur Hjalmarsson, 
Icelandic Minister ofCulture 
and Education; Mr. Gunnar 
Gudbjartsson, President of 
the Farmers’ Union of 
Iceland; Gudmundur 
Kristjansson, Board Mem¬ 
ber of the Farmers’ Union 
of Iceland; Gisli 
Gudmundson, President of 
the Icelandic National 
League; Miss Helen Hunley, 
Minister of Social Services 
and Community Health for 
Alberta; Mr. Cliff Doan, 
M.L.A. for Innisfail; Mr. 
Gordon . Towers, M.P. for 
Red Deer; Mr. Les Edgar, 
Reeve of the County of Red 
Deer. Other platform guests 
were Mrs. RosaBenediktson 


of Red Deer, the poet’s 
daughter, and Dr. Svenn 
Thordarson, a member of 
the Icelandic Ethnic Com¬ 
munity and lecturer at Red 
Deer College. 

The C.F.B. Penhold 
Cadet Band, under the 
direction of Major Keith 
Mann, played before and 
after the program. This was 
an 80-member band of Airj 
Cadets and Cadettes and 
played in a beautifully 
organized manner. The 
crowd enjoyed this music. 

Some of the highlights of 
the program included the 
presentation of an Alberta 
Atlas to Mr. Vilhjamur 
Hjalmarsson, Icelandic Min¬ 
ister of Culture and 
Education by Mr. Horst 
Schmid, Minister of Culture 
for Alberta; the presentation 
of a $10,000 cheque by 
Gunnar Gudbjartsson from 
the Icelandic Farmers Union 
to Joe Johannson who 
accepted on behalf of the 
Stephan G. Stephansson 
Icelandic Society. This wilU 
be put into a trust fund 
and used for the restoration, 
of the poet’s house; 
presentation of a painting of 
the poet’s house by Kris 
Johnson toSveinnEinarsson, 
Director of the National, 
Theatre, and by Joe 
Johannson to Gunnar 
Gudbjartsson of the Farm¬ 
ers’ Union. These paintings 
were done by Doris Eluik 
of Innisfail. 

Singing by the choir of 
the Icelandic National 1 
Theatre, under the direction, 
of Carl Billich, was enjoyed 
by all present, as these 
beautiful voices sang the 
hymns and folk songs of 
their country, and poems set 
to music of the poet, Stephan 
G. Stephansson. 

After the program, the 
Glima Group of 22 young 
men performed their feats 
of wrestling and gymnastics 
on the grass before the 
Homestead House. 

It was aday of fulfillment, 
the realization of a dream 
coming true, and the 
beginning of a project for, 
Icelanders everywhere who; 
have longed to have the poet’s 
house made into an historic

Mike says 
“my parents, among a 
number of Icelandic immi¬ 
grant families, homesteaded 
and settled near the banks 
of the Qu’Appelle River (not 
the Assiniboine River and 
not the town of Qu’Appelle, 
which is located on the main 
line of the C.P.R. about 40 
miles east of Regina), but 
in the district of‘Assiniboia’ 
which became a part of 
Saskatchewan at the time of 
confederation. When our 
school was built, the settlers 
chose the name of ‘Holar’ 
after a school in Iceland 
named ‘Holar’. The nearest 
town since 1903 has been 
Tantallon. But the Icelandic! 
settlement is still known as 
the Holar district”.

Republic were able to "build 
upon centuries of democratic 
tradition. From the earliest 
days self-government had 
been practiced in Finland 
where feudalism had never 
existed nor slavery ever 
been known. The system 
of government had developed 
along that of Sweden; Finland 
had taken part in the election 
of Swedish kings and had 
been represented in the 
Swedish parliament. Even 
throughout the period of 
Russian rule, Finland had 
had its own legislature which 
in 1906 had been made into 
a single-chamber Parlia¬ 
ment elected by universal 
and equal vote. Finland 
became one of the first 
countries in the world to 
allow women to vote. 

The Constitution of 1919 
was modeled partly on the 
American one. 

From the English, Fin¬ 
land adopted the principle 
of parliamentarianism: the 
cabinet must have the 
confidence of a majority in 
Parliament. Parliament has 
200 members elected for 
four years under a system 
of proportional represent¬ 
ation. 

PRESIDENTIAL POWERS 

To strengthen the exec¬ 
utive, however, - the Pres¬ 
ident was granted quite 
strong powers. He has a 
right to initiate legislation, 
and all laws passed by 
Parliament have to be 
ratified by him before they 
come into force. 

The President may also 
dissolve Parliament and call 
for new elections. He is 
the Commander in Chief of 
the Armed Forces—this 
command he can delegate in 
wartime to someone else— 
and he makes all higher 
appointments. Finally, he 
is responsible for foreign 
relations, though in matters 
affecting war and peace he 
can act only with the consent, 
of Parliament. The 

President is elected for a 
term of six years by an 
electoral college of 300 
members which in turn is 
elected in the same way as 
Parliament. 

CIVIL RIGHTS 

The Constitution includes 
a Bill of Rights similar to 
the Canadian. All citizens 
without discrimination are 
guaranteed the protection of 
life, honour and personal 
liberty; rights of property, 
and privacy of the home, 
freedom of worship and 
speech, and the right of

For Halloween treats, try 
these good Caramel Apples. 

CARAMEL APPLES 

1 lb. vanilla caramels 

2 tablespoons water 
6 apples (medium) 

Chopped walnuts 

Melt caramels with water 
in double boiler; stir till 
smooth. Put a wooden 
skewer into blossom end of 
each apple. Dip the apples 
in the caramel syrup until 
completely coated. Roll the 
bottom half of each apple in 
chopped nuts. 

(If syrup is too thick, 
add a few drops of water.) 

Set on cookie sheet 
covered with waxed paper.

1 /2 cup butter 

1 cup sugar .,/ 

2 eggs 

3/4 cup canned or cooked 
pumpkin 

3/4 cup semi-sweet choco- 
lare chips 

3/4 cup finely chopped 
walnuts 

Grease bottom of 9x5x3- 
inch pan. Combine flour with 
soda, salt and spices.. Cream 
butter in large mixing bowl. 
Gradually add sugar; cream 
at high speed of mixer until 
light and fluffy. Blend in 
eggs; beat well. At low 
speed add dry. ingredients 
alternately with . pumpkin; 
begin and end with dry 
ingredients. Blend well after 
each addition. Stir in 
chocolate chips and 1/2 cup 
walnuts. Pour into pan. 
Sprinkle with 1/4 cup 
walnuts. Bake at 325°F for 
65 to 75 minutes until cake 
springs back when touched 
lightly in centre. Cool. 
Drizzle with Glaze (see 
below). Let stand 6 hours 
before slicing. 

SPICE GLAZE

1/2 cup sifted icing sugar 
1/8 teaspoon nutmeg

SCANDINAVIAN RECIPE 
FOR OCTOBER 

SWEDISH BROWN BEANS 

(Serves eight to ten) 

Soak 1 lb. white pea beans 
in 2 quarts cold water over¬ 
night. Chop 2 medium-size 
onions and 2 medium-size 
cloves of garlic extremely 
fine. Cut 1/4 lb. bacon slices 
into very small dice or chop 
the bacon with a heavy knife 
until it is minced. In a 
large, heavy stewing pot 
combine the bacon, onions 
and garlic. Cookovera slow 
flame, stirring frequently 
until onions just turn yellow. 
Do not brown bacon. Add 
the beans together with the 
water in /which they were 
soaked. Add 1 pint additional 
cold water, or enough to 
cover beans. Bring to a 
boil. Add 4 chicken bouillon 
cubes. Cook the beans slowly 
keeping the pot covered for 
1 hour. Add 1/3 cup dark 
molasses, 1/4 cup dark 
brown sugar, 1/4 cup 
vinegar, 1 tablespoon pre¬ 
pared mustard and 1 
teaspoon brown gravy color. 
Add salt and pepper to taste. 
Continue to cook beans over 
a very slow flame for about 
1 hour more until tender. 
Watch the pot carefully, 
stirring the beans on the 
bottom to avoid scorching, 
keeping the flame low all 
the time. Swedish brown 
beans should be prepared 
the day before they are 
served, and reheated just 
before serving.

Havamal has some advice 
about courting: “He who 
would win a woman’s love 
must speak fair and offer 
presents, praise the lovely 
lady’s figure. It is the 
flatterer who carries the 
day. No one should trust the 
words of a girl or what a 
married woman says. Their 
hearts have been shaped on 
a turning wheel, and 
inconstancy dwells in their 
breasts. Great love turns 
the sons of men from wise 
men into fools.” 

In Norse Mythology we 
read about the god, Frey, 
wooing Gerd, a girl he 
happened to see one day he 
sat in the seat of Odin—you 
can see the whole world 
from there. She lived in 
the underworld where the 
Giants are, and he sent his 
servant Skirnir to get her. 
After threatening her with 
his magic sword he brought 
her back with him, and it 
is only fair to mention that 
Women’s Lib came much 
later. 

Snorri tells us about how 
Harald Fairhair courted 
Gytha, the daughter of King 
Eirik of Horthaland—at that 
time she was being fostered 
in Valdres with a powerful 
franklin—whom he desired 
to have as his concubine 
because she was a maiden 
of great beauty and high 
spirits. And when the 
messengers arrived there 
they deli vered thei r message 
to the maiden. She answered 
to the effect that she did 
not intend to cast away her 
maidenhood to marry a king 
who did not dispose of more 
than a couple of shires. (A 
shire is the size of a county 
in England.) 

“But it seems strange 
to me,” she said, “thatthere 
is no king ambitious enough 
to claim Norway as his own 
and be sole king over it 
as is King Gorm in Denmark 
and Eirik in Uppsala.” 

The messengers were of 
the opinion that her answer 
showed extraordinary 

haughtiness and asked her 
what she meant by her answer 
saying that Harald was a king 
powerful enough to bestow 
her hand upon. But though 
her answer was different 
from what they had expected, 
they saw no other way, for 
the time being, toaccomplish 
their mission so, despairing 
of having her with them 
against her will, they 
prepared to leave. But when 
they departed, her men 
accompanied them on their 
way. Then she spoke to 
the messengers and asked 
them to carry the message 
from her to King Harald 
that she would consent to 
be his lawful wife only if, 
before that, he would, for her 
sake, conquer all of Norway 
and govern that realm as 
independently as did Eirik 
of Sweden and Gorm of 
Denmark theirs. 

“Because only then,” she 
said, “it would seem to me, 
could he be called a 


sovereign king.” 

The messengers then 
returned to King Harald and 
reported to him the words 
,of the maiden. They told him 
that she was the most 
insolent and foolish woman, 
and it would be right if the 
king dispatched a great force 
to bring her to him in 
disgrace. Then King Harald 
answered that the maiden 
had not spoken evil or done 
anything meriting revenge. 
He bade her, on the contrary, 
many thanks for her words. 

“She has reminded me,” 
said he, “of what it seems 
strange that I never thought 
of before.” And still further 
he said, “I make this vow, 
and call God to witness, he 
who created me and governs 
all, (this last sentence is 
wrong due to bad reporting 
and misquoting for Harald 
was still a heathen) that I 
shall neither cut nor comb 
my hair before I have 
conquered all of Norway, 
with all its taxes and 
revenues, and govern it 
altogether, or else die.” 

His marshal, Guthorm, 
thanked him much for these 
words and said it was a 
royal task to fulfil his vow. 

Later, King Harald had 
now become sole ruler of 
all Norway. Then he called 
to mind what the proud 
maiden had saidtohim. Then 
he sent his messengers to 
her and had her brought 
to him to share his couch. 

The following were their 
children: Alof was the 

eldest, then came Hrarek, 
then Sigtrygg, Frothi and 
Thorgils. 

And still later, King 
Harald was being entertained 
in M0re at Earl Rognvald’s 
estate. By that time he had 
taken possession of the 
entire country. Then the 
king had a bath prepared for 
himself. He had his hair 
combed and dressed. Earl 
Rognvald cut his hair, which 
had gone uncut and uncombed 
for ten years. Then people 
called him Harald Luffa; but 
afterwards Earl Rognvald 
gave him the name ofHarald 
Fairhair, and everyone who 
saw him said that this was 
a most appropriate name 
because his hair was both 
long and beautiful. 

And so it came about that 
Norway was gathered into 
one kingdom just because a 
girl played hard to get. 

That true love never runs 
smooth we can find out about 
when we read how Olaf 
Tryggvason was courting 
Queen Sigrith of Sweden. 
First he sent her a golden 
ring that turned out to be 
made partly of copper, and 
that gave her some mis¬ 
givings. Then when they 
finally' met, he asked her to 
become a Christian, and that 
is when she really blew her 
top. 

“This may well be your 
death,” she said. 

So they parted and she 
was right about his death. 

By far the most important 
way to make a living in 
Norway in the old days was 
in agriculture, so land was 
the most valuable possession 


one could have. 

One time the son of a 
big farmer in Hallingdal went 
ahead on his own and got 
engaged to a good-looking 
but poor girl. The farmer 
said to his son: 

“I wouldn’t love you much 
if I let you marry someone 
who hardly owns the clothes 
she is wearing. And I 
wouldn’t be much of a man 
if I weren’t able to find you 
a wife more suited to your 
position in society.” 

He found his boy a less 
good-looking, but rich, girl, 
so the day they got married 
the son said to his bride: 

“I have given you my 
hand, but I left my heart 
in Hallingdal.” 

He was stubborn to the 
very last. 

Who they were to marry 
had to be sanctioned by the 
parents, and the young folks 
seldom opposed this, even if 
they did so in their hearts. 
It was important to the 
parents that the children 
would be well off econom¬ 
ically when they married, 
and it was also important 
that both the young people 
were of equal status. If 
a boy from a farm where 
they had two horses married 
a girl from a farm where 
they only had one horse, his 
parents would feel that they 
had been cheated. But on 
the other hand, if his girl 
came from a farm with three 
horses, his parents would 
be happy, but the boy might 
feel as if he were getting 
into nobility, and that he was 
aiming too high. 

The wife’s realm was 
the kitchen, the “stabbur” 
(food store house) and the 
barn. It was many times 
an advantage that the wife 
was quite a bit older than 
the husband, that way she 
would be more experienced 
in running her part of the 
farming operation. 

Many times agreements 
were made so that a boy 
married a girl on the terms 
that her brother married 
the boy’s sister. This was 
called “heimda-byte” or 
home-trade. Such deals 
were often made while the 
children were still small. 

The young ones often 
protested against being told 
who to marry: 

“What is the use being 
well off if you have to cry 
yourself to sleep every 
night?” 

But more often it was 
the other way around, if the 
boy would suggest that they 
should get married without 
asking mom and dad, the 
girl would usually insist on 
asking for her parents’ 
consent firsL The reasoning 
was that if you wanted to 
be happy, you could not go 
against the will of your 
parents. You also could 
be punished economically if 
you did—maybe all the girl 
could take with her would 
be more or less the clothes 
she was wearing. One time 
in Hardanger, a girl had to 
leave home empty-handed 
because she married the 
wrong guy. It took several 
years before the young 


couple had any worldly goods 
to speak of, and then finally 
her parents sent her all her 
belongings and stuff she had 
coming in the first place. 

Young folks didn’t have 
much opportunity to meet 
and see each other in 
everyday life in those days. 
They had to stay far apart 
when people were watching, 
and it was also counted as 
unmanly to show your 
feelings. It says in an 
Icelandic saga that a young 
boy had clearly shown that 
he liked one girl more than 
her sisters, so he was killed 
by her brother on the father’s 
command. Icelandic law said 
that anyone who was caught 
writing love poems to a girl 
had to go into exile. 

At feasts, as well as in 
everyday life, men and 
women were always seg¬ 
regated, and they sat on 
different sides of the table 
at mealtime. In Setesdal 
the men ate alone. 

In church the men and 
women sat on separate sides 
of the aisles. The young 
people could, ofcourse, have 
a look at each other in church. 
A boy could throw an odd 
eyeball across the aisle to 
a girl, hoping she would 
throw one back. But the 
church frowned upon such 
behavior. 1 know I shall 
be straying away from the 
subject a little, but to 
illustrate what kind of 
atmosphere there was, it can 
be mentioned that it was 
illegal to leave the church 
before the service was over, 
and people got fined if they 
did. People were also fined 
if they got caught using 
swearwords. The church 
was strict, and it was 
watching pretty close. 

The only time the young 
ones could really meet and 
learn to know each other 
was on Saturday night. They 
slept in the barn or on the 
hayloft in the wintertime, and 
upstairs in the house in the 
summertime. It was the 
custom that the boys went 
to see the girls in their 
bedrooms. People have 
questioned the morality of 
such behavior, but most have 
come to the conclusion that 
there wasn’t anything wrong 
with it. Pastor Eilert Sundt 
did some research on the 
subject about 150 years ago. 
He discovered that in mans 
places the hired man and 
the hired girl had to share 
the same bed, presumably 
on account of a shortage of 
beds. This turned out to 
be a bit of a hazard. But 
to go and visit your girl in 
her bedroom on Saturday 
night wasn’t all that bad, after 
all, everybody was fully 
dressed. 

“And there is no other 
way to meet,” said the 
farmers. 

Mark Twain said one 
time: “There is no such 

thing as morality; it is not 
immoral for the tiger to 
eat the wolf, or the wolf 
the cat, or the cat the bird, 
and so on down; that is 
their business. It is not 
immoral to create the human 
species—with or without 


ceremony; nature intended 
exactly these things.” 

And I remember one time 
we were talking about the 
salmon, and what a miracle 
it was that he goes up to 
the end of the river to spawn. 
Then someone said: “That 
is not the point. If he 
didn’t do it we wouldn’t have 
to worry about it anymore.” 
It is the same way with the 
human race, if our fore¬ 
fathers hadn’t acted the way 
they did, maybe we wouldn’t 
be around. 

At least, it was all right 
for the suitors to go and see 
the girls as long as they 
had honorable intentions. 
But almost everything can 
be abused, even freedom. 
So, often young fellows would 
get together in gangs and 
go from farm to farm and 
think of doing nothing else 
but tricks, such as letting 
the horses loose and let 
them run away. A guy could 
also try and disguise his 
voice so the girl would open 
the door for him, thinking 
it was the boyfriend. Some 
fellows were especially 
gifted in throwing a guy out 
of a girl’s bed. He would 
know some holds that you 
couldn’t resist, and out of 
bed you would go, head first. 
A man like that would be 
very much respected in the 
community. 

When the girls slept in 
the barn, it was often great 
fun to drag a poor suitor 
back and forth on the floor 
right behind the cows, and 
then finally dunk him in the 
water tank for good measure. 
It is amazing how such treat¬ 
ment makes one forget about 
romance. 

“Might is right” was the 
slogan in those days, so 
smaller guys could have a 
girlfriend together. One of 
them would stand on top 
of the stairway and make 
sure nobody else came up. 
He was in a position to kick 
the competition in the teeth, 
or else hit them on top of 
the head with a stick ofwood 
or something. Remember: 
“In war and love, everything 
is allowed”, and these were 
hard times with every man 
for himself. In the meantime 
his partner took care of the 
girl and they would take 
turns. Human ingenuity is 
boundless. In some places 
they didn’t have a stairway, 
they were using pegs stuck 
in the wall at random. One 
time a fellow trying to get 
up such a wall was heard 
to remark to his friend: 
“I would hate to travel on 
horseback here.” 

By and by, a girl would 
find out who she liked to 
come and visit her, and since 
it was an honor for a girl 
to have several such 
visitors, she would let a 
handpicked bunch in along 
with the real boyfriend, just 
sc that he wouldn’t feel too 
sure of himself. There is 
nothing like a little compe¬ 
tition to stimulate interest, 
and besides, she could show 
him how popular she was. 
Also, that way she could have 
another boyfriend on tap if 
the worst happened.

The only hitch—if it ever 
got filled you had to come 
back to this bank to open 
it with a special key— 
anyway, a nice souvenir from 
Gjesdal Sparebank. That 
day $100 was worth kr. 482. 

A few days after our 
arrival, Myrtle and I decided 
to go into Stavanger. 
Compared to Edmonton, it 
is called “The Oil Capital 
of Norway” and is just 
influxed with Americans, 
so in our shopping travels 
there, we never did feel 
too far from home. Again we 
were really awed by the 
wondrous spring beauty of 
the countryside. Stavanger 
is a noted western fjord town 
with a charming blend of old 
fishing village and modern 
city. Ithas narrow, medieval 
cobblestone streets winding 
their way to the harbour with 
quaint wooden houses painted 
in gay colors representing 
the past. 

This year, Stavanger has 
been very renouned, for it 
is the home of “150 aars 
utvandringen” (150 years 
immigration). It was the 
Norwegian “Mayflower”. 
For it was 150 years ago, 
July 4, 1825, that the famous 
renovated 38-ton sluppen 
“Restauration” took 52 
immigrants to America' 
which marked the arrival of 
the first organized wave of 
Norwegians to settle on 
American soil since the days 
of their Viking forebears 
under Leif Erikson. It was 


a saga of hardship and| 
adventure, an element of 
great Nordic heritage. 

There was going to be an 
abundance of celebrations in 
this place commemorating 
the departure. Starting on 
May' 17, there were to be 
special official ceremonies 
at Tysvaer, near Haugesund, 
where Cleng Peerson, father 
of immigration, came from. 
There were special medal-’ 
ians made, the postal service 
issued special stamps and, 
on July 4, there would be 
a special service in 

Stavanger Cathedral in the 
presence of King Oiaf, also 
on that day the ship, 

Christian Radichwas leaving 
this port for New York, 

taking the same trip as the 

sloop, “Restauration”. 

While in Stavanger, we 
made a special tour of the 
famous “Domkirke” (Cath¬ 
edral). It is the only one 
built in the Middle Ages, 
about 1100, that has fully 
retained its original features 
of true Gothic architecture 
besides the Trondheim 
Cathedral, and possibly the 
demolished Apostle’s 

Church in Bergen. A person 
becomes silently awed by its 
vastness, heavily carved 
decorations of crabs and 


crucifers; the pulpit and rich 
sculptured fixtures, pillars, 
lofty pinnacles; and the 
interior of the chancel which 
is dominated by the mass of 
light that comes pouring in 
through the large stained 
glass windows. Throughout: 
the ages, Stavanger hqs taken 
great pride in their cathedral 
and striven to keep it 
beautiful. It had been 
restored recently (1932-42) 
by Stavanger people who 
emmigrated to America and 
citizens of Stavanger, itself, 
who have great regard for old 
traditions. It is one of 
Norway’s most beautiful 
medieval churches. 

A must in Stavanger is 
to see the harbour and 
market. Stavanger is the 
centre of the Norwegian fish 
canning industry, for from 
here come the “King Oscar” 
sardines and “Nordic” 
anchovies that are so popular 
even with our Sons of Norway 
smorgasbords. Also this 
centre now leads in ship 
building. One can always 
see a huge ship or ships 
docked from other countries 
at this harbour—and eat 
fresh shrimps!

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festival you can’t miss is 
“Syttende Mai” (May 17). 
On May 17, Norway 
celebrates her National Day, 
like we have our July l,only 
they really go all out. For 
it was May 17, 1814, that 
Norway received her inde¬ 
pendence from years and 
years of struggle to be free— 
and well she has a right to 
celebrate. Everybody gets 
into a patriotic and carnival 
mood with processions and 
“fests” in every town and 
village. It is most colorful 
with the bands, flags and 
costumes. In Oslo, the 
capital, the procession of 
children and flags moved 
towards King OlaFs castle, 
where the King and his family 
stand out on the balcony 
and wave to the people. 

As mother couldn’t 
remember or wasn’t ever a 
part of a May 17 celebration 
as a girl, she wanted to be 
in the area she grew up in, 
so here we are at Aalgaard 
for Syttende Mai. As early 
as 7 a.m. we could hear the 
sounds of bands which 
apparently were going in and 
out and between the streets. 
People, young and old, were 
all going in the same 
direction, towards the centre 
of town, all bedecked in their 
Sunday best, of which the 
majority of the children’s 
clothing worn was purchased 
especially for this occasion, 
and they all had their 
Norwegian flag in hand. You 
could just feel the excitement 
in the air! And such a 
magnificent day! It had 
rained a little every day 
since our arrival and again 
■ the following day. So this 
day was truly a day the 
Norwegians could be thankful 
for and go all out to celebrate 
'the most important date on 
Their calendar. 

The children’s parade 
started at 8:45 a.m. from 
Aalgaard school. The parade 
was led by three cadets 
carrying majestic Norweg¬ 
ian flags followed by bands— 
Aalgaard Musikkorps—who 
celebrated their 75-year 
anniversary this year. They 
were most colorful in their 
red or green top coats, 
followed by groups of 
children according to class¬ 
room with their respective 
“lareren” (teachers), who 
were, on the majority, in 
costume. The Rogaland 
“drakt” (costume), like mine, 
was certainly in abundance 
in that procession, and I 
took pleasure in seeing so 
many other different 
“drakts”. The parade 
circled around “Solasheim- 
en” (Home for Senior 
Citizens) where. Incident¬ 
ally, my “Tante” (Aunt)Lisa 
lived, and after they came 
back to our vantage point, 
we followed along with our 
flags, too. 

At 9:30 a.m. there was 
a church service at the 
Aalgaard church, which 
seems to be very much the 
part of the program for any 
;May 17 celebration. It was 
at this point Myrtle and I 


1 separated from the parade. 
We were to partake in 
another festivity in the 
country—in Gjesdal Kirke 
(Church)(mother’s name)— 
which was only 15 minutes 
away. It was a real pictur¬ 
esque setting!—mountains on 
all sides, small lakes 
scattered here and there, 
with this white church and 
its prominent steeple; in the 
middle of an area, blissfully 
pastoral—numerous . sheep 
and cattle scattered about 
were lounging along the 
lower slopes. 

There was another par¬ 
ade here; with more bands; 
children and grownups 
dressed up in costume and 
more flags, which was every 
bit as big as the one in 
town. They proceeded along 
a country road, up and down 
hills, in a sort of circle, 
back to the church. Myrtle 
and I were busy taking 
pictures, and what a time for 
my camera to go on strike! 
We took in the church service 
here at 11:30 a.m. The 
interior had the appearance 
of some ofthe older Lutheran 
churches here in Canada still 
in existence, with its biblical 
paintings on a stark white 
arched altar. The pastor 
still wore that stiff Eliza¬ 
bethan type of collar. 

After church the people 
gathered together in the 
newly-built hall adjacent to 
the church. There was poise, 
etc., and many brought their 
own family lunch, lots of 
baking familiar to us—lefse, 
julebr^d, “blottekakke” and 
coffee. Later on there were 
all kinds of children’s races 
and games with prizes. The 
afternoon there finished with 
an entertaining program of 
singing and dancing. 

There were “fests” of 
all kinds just everywhere— 
a climax to every Syttende 
Mai. We were invited by 
a relative to go to Bryne 
Gymnas (gymnasium) for a 
fest there. There was a 
musical program first, 
followed by a speech by one 
of the teachers. (They, too, 
have long, drawn-out 
speeches!) He spoke of how 
thankful Norwegians should 
be who are now free, about 
the Resistance Movement 
during the last war, and how 
lucky they were not to be 
at constant war like Vietnam, 
etc., etc.) We had coffee, 
smorrebr^d and lefse for 
intermission. A dance 
followed which commenced 
with everybody doing the 
“Grand March”. What a 
spectacle it was!—again with 
so many different cos¬ 
tumes—ladies’ and men’s, 
from several different 
areas—Sogn, Telemark, 
Hardanger, Nord Norge,etc. 
Many folk dances were done 
followed by general dancing. 
It climaxed with the repeat 
of the Grand March and 
joining crossed hands in a 
circle. So ended May 17 
celebration there, but prob¬ 
ably went on way into the 
night elsewhere.

Water 
had to be carried, milk had 
to be brought from a nearby 
farm, wood had to be 
chopped, and meals must be 
on time. There were 
swimmers to supervise, 
Swedish dances and songs 
to teach. Treasure hunts and 
hikes to plan. A thousand 
and one things to do. Today 
we have plumbing, a gas 
stove to cook on and a 
beautiful clubhouse. Quite 
different from those far gone 
days when we had a much 
'smaller clubhouse, a coal 
and wood stove, primitive 
refrigeration, no electricity. 
The lake was our water 
supply. We had to man the 
rowboat, row out a few feet 
and fill a few pails several 
times a day. Besides that, 
we had a very limited supply 
of play equipment for the 
children. It took a great 
deal of ingenuity on the part 
of those in charge. Things 
are much easier in these 
modern times. 

This letter writer in her 
reminiscing gave me the 
^impression that those camp 
days at Vasa Park had been 
happy days and that she was 
'most grateful to have had the 
r opportunity to be one of our 
campers. I’m sure there are 
many more who look back 
on those days at Vasa Camp 
as among their happiest. I 
was involved in these camps 
Tor many years and it made 
me and my colleagues very 
happy to hear our work had
